There are many aspects of this examination, including an 
assessment of motor and sensory skills, balance and 
coordination, mental status (the patient's level of awareness 
and interaction with the environment), reflexes, and 
functioning of the nerves. The extent of the examination 
depends on many factors, including the initial problem that 
the patient is experiencing, the age of the patient, and the 
condition of the patient.
